Dear Mr. Ambassador: 

The Department has be acme more and more impressed with the lapor anc<? 
of the Leader Programs under which existing or potential leaders of a 
foreign country receive grants to visit the United States and obtain ■« 
first-hand, accurate picture of the Ufa and institutions of the American 
people . The posts in every country have reported enthusiastically of the 
beneficial results of such grants and have been urging the Department to 
Increase them. 

In the undjer-developed countries with their ever-changing political 
scenes, it is particularly important for us to find as grantees young 
people who show the potentialities of becoming future leaders. If these 
individuals can be accurately chosen early in life at an iapreesionabla 
age and brought over for a carefully prepared program of travel and obser- 
vation, if not actual study, within the United States, lasting impressions 
can be made which may produce valuable dividends in the future. It i* 
hoped that all members of the country team will cooperate in this effect, 
but the Department is aware of the difficulties experienced by the ata f 
of any particular post in finding both the opportunity, aa well as the 
time and effort, in diacovering and selecting such grantees. The Depa t- 
ment has been carrying on conversations with appropriate individuals con- 
cerning a special effort in this direction which might be made by
